PHYSICAL TENSIONS 


BY D. COMPTON-JAMES ee XG 

’ Many people are inefficient sleepers. No matter how early or 
how late they retire, they invariably lie awake for one, two, or three 

hours. Possibly they doze off around one a.m. but if they are unlucky 
enough to be wakened up during the night, they have’ to go through 
‘the whole lengthy and wearisome process of getting.off to sleep again. 


Vf everybody could learn the trick of dropping off to sleep within'a few minutes of putting 
their head to the pillow, the world would be a much happier and healthier place. 


Inefficient sleepers usually blame mental tension, but actually most of them acquired the 


habit in days, when they were under no great amount of mental stress. It is probable, there 


fore, that the chief and primary cause of their inability to get to sleep is physical tension. 
. Good sleepers are often unsympathetic towards poor 
sleepers, arguing that if they were really tired they would fall 
; asleep without difficulty. It is'a fact that in certain cireum- 
stances, people can fall asleep in most uncomfortable circum- 
atances and against all sorts of physical tensions, but it cannot 
be.argued from this that no notice need be taken of physical 


tensions.

Any physical culture expert 
will confirm that it is much 
easier ‘to contract a muscle 
than it is to relax it.
